Prior to this the senatorial 
membership of the commission had had a 
conference of two hours with the president. 


Secretary Day was not present at the 


white house meeting, so that after getting 
the views of the president, the senators 
went to the state department and for an 
hour and a quarter remained closeted with 
Secretary Day. 

Assistant Secretary Moore, who is likely 
to accompany the commission to Paris in 
an advisory capacity, was present part 
of the time. Mr. McArthur, first secretary 
of the American legation at Madrid under 
Genera! Woodford, was also called in. 

As a result of the meeting, it can be 
stated with pos'tiveness that Messrs. Day, 
Davis and Frye are members of the peace 
commission. It is understood that the re- 
maining two members have been selected 
ad will be announced by Saturday, and 
Wil be’a democrat, 
At the meeting today the general plans 
of the commresion as to proceeding to 
Paris were talked over and an understand- 
ing reached that the start be made ‘between 
September 15th and 2th. The exact day 
Was left open in order to permit further 
conference with all the members of the 
commission. 

Where Sessions Will Be Held. 

No definite arrangements have been made 
thus far as to securing quarters in Paris, 
but this will be left to Ambassador Porter, 
the Spanish ambassador at Paris and the 
French officials. The sessions will be held 
tn the Salon des Ambassadors through the 
courtesy of the French government. Aside 
from these formalities, the commissioners 
went into some of the more serious ques- 
tions of poiicy which will come before 
them. Much of the preliminary work has 
been done by the state department officials 
such as the collection of the documents, 
treaties, books and maps which will be 
used by the commissioners abroad. : 

The commissioners expect to be occupied 
for several days in a discussion of the 
most important matters to come before 
the tribunal and in the preparation of the 
American site of the vase. 

The question whecher the negotiations 
with the Spanish commissioners wouid 
be in the English or French language will 
not be determined prior to the arrival 
of the commissioners in Paris. It is a 
matter that must be settled by all the 
commisyioners ard will not be determined 
arbitrarily by the American commission- 
ers in advance of the meeting. 


THEIR FIRST JOINT MEETING. 


Arbitration Commissioners in Session 
at Quebec. 

Quebec, August 25.—The arbitration com- 

missioners assembled for their first joint 


business meeting at the parliament build- 


ings toduy. The meeting was absolutely 
private. 

The arbitration conference adjourned this 
afternoon until 11 o’clock next Monday 
morning. After that they will meet prob- 
ably each day until September“2d, when an 
adjournment will be taken until Septem- 
ber 20th. 

The commissioners decline to give out 
anything concerning the details of today’s 
work, but intimate that a number of sub- 
jects were discussed. The full scope of 
the work was not canvassed, nor was it 
determined just how much the commis- 
sion will be able to accomplish in the way 
of a general adjustment of the questions 
under consideration. It ts’ understood, 
however, that before the conference ad- 
journs next week, the commissioners will 
be able to judge very accurately what 
the final outcome of their deliberations 
will be. Nothing is said as to whether 
the commission will meet’ here after the 
recess or at Washington, or at some other 
place. An effort is being made to have 
the meetings continue at Olttawa, but this 
matter will probably not be decided until 
the meeting on September 24. In the 
meantime, between this date and Monday. 
each commission will work separately up- 
6n various questions. The joint meetings

London, August 25.—The dispatch cabled 
from London to New York to the effect 
that Lord Salisbury, before leaving for 
France, informed her maiestyv. the queen, 
that im the present critical state of rela- 
tions with Russia he must resign unless 
her frequently expressed opinion on the 
preference of diplomacy to the prosecution 
of war during her lifetime was declined, 
and he was given a free hand, and there- 
fore the position of the mimistry made 
definite to Russia, which in effect amount- 
ed to an ultimatum. is an elaboration of 
the current gossip of the hap, and is ob- 
viously impossible of confirmation or de- 
nial. Circumstantial evidence all goes to 
disprove the statements.

Botkin Claims Imnocence, but 
Evidence Is Against Her. 

San Francisco, August 2.—Mrs. D. A. 
Botkin, who is accused of the murder of 
Mrs. J. P. Dunning and Mrs, J. Deane at 
Dover, Del., by sending them a box of 
poisoned candy, now occupies comfortable 
quarters in the matron’s ward at the city 
prison. Her husbandis allowed to visit her. 
hard in her behalf, is allowed to visit her. 
She refuses to be interviewed, but constant- 
ly asserts her innocence. When ques- 
tioned by Chief of Police Lees, she told in 
detail of her movements during the last 
few weeks, and said her regard for Dun- 
ning was purely platonic. She denied all 
knowledge of the box of candy, its wrapper 
or contents, stating positively that the cnly 
candy she had purchased during eighteen 
months was a smal] box of lemon drvcps. 

Frank Gattrell, a clerk in a candy store 
in Stockton, tells of a woman who came 
to this place of employment about three 
weeks ago, at which time Mrs. Botkin was 
in Stockton, and purchased a box cf can- 
dy similar to the one sent to Mrs. [Dun- 
ning. The woman said she desired to put 
some of the candy that she had with her 
in the box and fill it up with candy puwur- 
chased from the store. According to the 
clerk, his customer’s candy was either old 
or home-made. It almost filled the box, 
which the rovered \with confections at his 
store. Gattrell wil] come to this city today 
to see if he can identify Mrs. Botkin as 
the woman for whom he filled ‘).e box. 

Requisition for Mrs. Botkin. 

Dover, Del., August 25.—Attorney General 
White tonight sent to San Francisca requl- 
sition papers for Mrs. ‘Botkin, who is 
under arrest there charged with the -pol- 
soning of Mrs. Dean and Mrs. Dunning 
by means of candy sent through the mail. 

The affidavit to secure the papers was 
sworn to by ex-Congressman Pennington, 
the father of the two poisoned women, 
and the papers charge Mrs. Botkin with 
murder in the first degree. Before leaving 
here for Georgetown tonight Attorney Gen- 
eral White said: 

“We have the murderess, and we have 
evidence that no defense can shatter. The 
only thing we fear is Mrs. Botkin’s self- 
destruction.’”’

Dunning has been positively identified by 
Mr, Dunning as similar to the handwrit- 
ing of Mrs. Botkin.

PRESS REJOICES OVER IT 


Say It Is a Victory Agalnst the Liberal 
Government, 


SPAIN DISBANDS RETURNING SOLDIERS 


Afraid That in Their Discontented 
Mood the Sdldiers Might Join 
with the Carlists and Give 
Trouble to the Gov- 
ernment. 


London, August 25.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times says: 

“The convening of the cortes for Sep- 
tember 5th indicates that Senor Sagasta 
had to capitulate to a majority of his 
colleagues. The chief advocate of the early 
assembling of. the cortes was the minister 
of justice, Senor Grosairo, a recognized au- 
thority on intricate questions. 

“The peace conditions are thus fated to 
Pass twice through the fire of parliamen- 
tary discussion—first in embryomic state 
as defined in the protocol and subsequently 
in fully developed treaty form. 

“Tt is stated that the government will 
insist on prorogation during the sittings in 
Paris of the peace commission. 

“The press hails this solution as a 
victory for genu constitutionalism over 
what El Imparcial describes as a dicta- 
torship of impotence.’ There are many in- 
dications that the session will be extremely 
lively. The government will have to justi- 
fy the suspension of the constitution and 
the press censorship and there is no doubt 
that tHe orators of the chamber will make 
strenuous efforts to rouse the nation from 
its culpable tetharry. 

“Prolongéd discussions on the’ thtef “fn- 
cidents of the war are probable and awk- 
ward questions will be asked regarding 
the responsibjlity for blunders.

MAIL SERVICE FOR PORTO RICO. 


Commission To Go To Arrange fcr 
Complete Service. 
Washington, August 25.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith will dispatch a commission to 
Porto Rico shortly to examine into the pos- 
tal necessities there and make recom:=eén- 
dations for the establishment of a com- 
plete service. This order has not been for- 
mally approved by the postmaster gen- 
eral, but the following persons recommend- 
ed for appointment on the commission 
without doubt will be chosen: Major J. E. 
Stuart, chief of the commission, who for 
many years has been in the service of 
the department in the charge of division; 
Mr. William M. Mooney, of Wheeling, W.

‘IT am happy to inform you that the two 
last expeditions of food I sent to Cuba, 
one to Cardenas and one to thé coast above 
Sagua la Grande, arrived safely and were 
delivered to the hungry women and chil- 
dren, to their great delight. A part of that 
sent to the shores near Cardenas was car- 
ried on men’s backs nearly to Matanzas 
and distributed to the hungry. My men 
doing this work have returned here and are 
begging for more food. Matanzas, Havana 
and Pinar del Rio provinces are suffering 
herribly. Notwithstanding you have so 
much work to do in the different volunteer 
camps in the United States, I most sin- 
cerely hope that the Cuban relief commit- 
tee will not forget that there are many 
thousands in Cuba who are starving.

OUR COTTON GOODS HIGHLY FAVORED 


Official Chinese Reports Which Speak 
of Them in Most Glowing Terms. 
Commercial Territory.

Washington, August 2%.—<(Special.)—The 
Success of the United States in the inva- 
sion of the markets of China is illustrated 
by some figures just prepared by the treas- 
ury bureau of statistics, showing that our 
@xports to that Market have of late in- 
creased: much more rapidly than those of 
@ther parts of the world, and that the 
heavy falling off in imports of certain |.nes 
6f goods into China in the last year has 
mot been as seriously felt by the United 
States as by other nations with which we 
come in competition, 7 

An examination of our exports to China 
Guring the fisca] year just ended shuws a 
marked increase in large numbers of ar- 
ticles, and that the reduction in cotton 
goods, which has caused the slight decrease 
in the total, is much less propo-stionatcly 
than that of our chief rivals in supplying 
the cotton goods market of that country. 

While our total exports tg China during 
the year just ended fell off a little less than 
$2,000,000, the fall in cotton goods alone was 
$2,250,000 thus showing that the falling off 
in this class of exports was resporsibie 
for the reduction in the grani total of our 
exports to that country, 

datrored Less Than Did Others. 

A further examination pAuowéver, o; this 

reduction in cotton goods *xports to whina 


-ghows that it was incidea.al to an encr- 
“mous reduction of cotton picee govcs jin- 


portations by that country, and that the 
United States suffered less by that re- 
duction, proportionately, than did other 
countries with which she is competing for 
that market. The recent report cn the 
trade of China, published by the inspector 
general of Chinese customs, says of the 
import trade in cotton piece goods: “The 
year 1897, owing to the fall in exrnange, 
and the heavy stocks carried over fiom 
1896. was one of the worst on record {cr the 
piece goods trade.” 

That the reduction in imports in cotton 
goods was greatly due to an increase cf 
cotton manufactures in China 1s wc¢li as 
heavy stocks carried over from the pre- 


.eeding year, is shown by a iurther siate- 


ment contained in the same report, which 
gays that the importation of raw cction 
increased more than © per cent in 1%, 
and that of Japanese cotton varn mcre 
than doubled. 

That the American jmports of cotton 
goods suffered less than those of other 
couutries is shown by 4 paragraph of the 
“Ths trade 
m cotton piece goods shows, as wus e€x- 
‘pected, a falling off from the figures of 
1896; American goods, however, ro..1aue to 
tmcrease in favor, these being almost the 
‘only exception to the genera] ‘decline. The 
favor which the American goods iird in 
the Chinese markets is due io their ch.ap- 
ness.”’ 3 

As Compared with Others. 

- Another evidence that American goods ex- 
ported into Ching have suffered less by the 
general reduction than those of wur chief 
rivals for that trade, is shown by a com- 
parison of our own exports to China dur- 
ing the past é¢ix months, with those of 
Great Britain to China during thc same pe- 
riod. The June statement of trade end nav- 
igation of the United Kingdom, whirh ccv- 
ers six months exports by articles, s}eci- 
fies the amounts of cotton and welen 
goods and manufactures of metal ‘ex- 
ported to various countries. This shows 
that the exports of these articles to Chi- 
ma and Hong Kong in the six months 
ending’ with June, fell off nearly 33.000,000, 
ar over 17 per cent, as compared wiih the 
corresponding six months of the preceding 
year, Our own statement of exports to 
China and Hong Kong includes, beside 
manufactures of cotton and metal, provis- 
ions, breadstuffs, naval stores, manufac- 
tures of tobacco and manufactures pf 
wood, the list containing double the num- 
ber of articles of that named dy Great 
Britain in her reports, yet the net Cecrease 
in the list of articles named in our own re- 
ports amounts to less than $8,000,000,

CUTTING DOWN EXPENSES. 


Knights of Pythias Abou: To Chop 
Salaries. 

Indianapolis, Ind., August 25.—The elec- 
tion of the officers of the supreme lodge 
Knights of Pythias did not take piace this 
morning. It is usual to elect officers the 
third day of the biennial session, but it 
was objected to because of the investiga- 
tions that are now going on, and one rep- 
resentative insisted that the election be 
delayed, as it would not be the jroper 
thing to elect men who are under inveeti- 
gation.

A 
resolution introducing reports from the of- 
ficers as to supplies iurnished and declar- 
ing that in the future such purchases must 
be made by compatitive bids, was passed.

Members of the Commission Take the 
Oath and Elect Officers. 


THEIR + SESSIONS WILL BE PRIVATE 


Senator Morgan Talks of the Work To 
Be Done—The Loan Act of the 
Legislature, Etc. 


San Francisco, August 25.—The’ steam- 
ship Moana arrived here today from Aus- 
tralfan ports via Honolulu. An Associated 
Press correspondent writes from Honolulu 
under date of August 18th as follows: 

“The congressional members of the com- 
mittee to report on a form of government 
for the territory of Hawali arrived August 
17th on the Mariposa. 

“The three commissioners met President 
Dole and his cabinet at the executive buiid- 
ing by appointment. The’ compliments of 
the president and his colleagues had been 
sent to the United States senators and the 
representative earlier in the day. 

“Today the commission met at the home 
of Justice Frear to qualify as members by 
taking an oath. As soon as the members 
were regularly listed the commission pro- 
ceeded to elect a secretary, a stenographer 
and a sergeant-at-arms. Zenator Cullom is 
chairman. The men for the clerical posi- 
tions and the sergeant-at-arms have been 
brought from Washington. 

“As soon as the formalities at the res!- 
dence of Justice Frear were finiahed the 
four other members of the commission ad- 
journed to the hall of the house, the old 
throne room in the executive building, and 
there held the opening business session. 
This week the committee will visit the 
island of Hawali. They will be on the big 
island six or seven days. The committee 
will later make trips to Mati and Kauai 
and may also see Molokai. 

“Senator Cullom said that the sessions of 
the commission would be private excepting 
when there were hearings. When individ- 
uals or delegations wish to present views 
or open up discussions, either in person or 
by spokesman, or by attorney, the hall 
will be open to all. The senator gave the 
impression that hearings would be granted 
to all having any reasonable claims, 

“The work of the commission will not be 
of a secret nature, but it is felt the busi- 
ness can be transacted more expeditiously 
and better in every way by having closed 
doors, 

“It is Iikely, according to Senator Cullom, 
that there will be prepared by the commis- 
sion an organic act corresponding to the 
constitution of a state describing the tere 
ritory, the manner, method and limitations 
of legislation. This organic act will be 
supplemented by many congressional laws 
bearing upon customs, land, taxation, the 
judiciary, etc. It igs by no means contem- 
plated that there shall be any radical 
changes in the, system here. 

What Senator Morgan Says. 

“Senator Morgan in an interview eaid: 

" “As to the scope the commission's 
work? That, is rather a Yeading question, 
but I can answer it by referring you to the 
Nowlands resolution. We shall keep with- 
in the bounds laid down in that resolution 
and, mark you, We are not going to make 
any new laws for you or institute and radi- 
cal changes. Our duties are largely, if not 
wholly advisory, and we shall confine our 
work as much as possible to that line.’ 

“Speaking of the work of the last legisla- 
ture the senator said, referring especially 
to the loan act: 

"It does not follow that such a law 
would fall through. The United States has 
assumed $4,000,000 of your debt, but there 
is no reason why you are stopped from in- 
curring any more. We have allowed all ths 
territories to pass laws authorizing che 
issuing of bonds for internal improve- 
ments, subject, of course, to congressional 
supervision, and I know of no reason why 
Hawati should be excluded from doing so. 
The United States having assumed the 
bulk of your debt, you should be ¢n better 
financial condition than most of the tercri- 
tories, and you understand that hereafter 
any haws you pass will be subject to the 
approval of congress.’ 

“The steamship Lakme arrived today, 
bringing Major Langfitt’s Third battalion 
of the Second regiment United States vcl- 
unteer engineers. 

“There is soon to be telegraphic com- 
munication between the islands of this 
group. A cable connecting the islands with 
one another ts to be laid almost immaeiiate- 
ly. One of the duties of the enwineer «crps 
that is now here, the third battalion of the 
Second regiment, United States volun'‘eer 
engineers, will be the construction of the 
inter-island cable system. 

“The fact that the government intends 
to proceed at once with the work is pretty 
conclusive that the franchise for a cable 
from the coast to Honolulu will not jung be 
delayed.”’

J. H. Bowen, of the International Press- 
men's and Assistants’ Union, and George 
W. Harris, national organizer of the Na- 
tional Typographical Union, gave tlie em- 
ploying pripters to understand that it was 
only a question of a short time when a 
general demand would be made for short- 
hour working day. ‘The untons are will- 
ing to submit to a slight reduction in cities 
where the scale is high, but where the 
pay is low, they ask that no change be 
made, As the situation now stands, the 
employers will either have to grant the 
nine-hour day or stand a strike of gigan- 
tte proportions. If is said several of the 
employers are in favor of granting the de- 
mand without a reduction of wages; others 
are willing to compromise on nine and a 
half hours, while the remainder are much 
opposed to it, and are ready to fight.

FOOD FOR SPANISH SOLDIERS. 


Arrival at Cienfuegos of a British 
Steamer with Provisions. 
Havana, August 25, § p. m.—The British 
steamer Tryan, from Jamaica, arrived at 
Cien'fnegos today with 900 tons of pro- 
visions for the Spanish army. Last night 
the Gorman steamer Lydia, from New 
York, arrived. She carried twenty-five 

aesengers and a gencral cargo,

gian steamer Franklin, from Key West, 
with provisions and forty passengers, and 
the steamer Klondike, with pork, flour, 
meat, corn and wheat. The steamer Clin- 
ton, with Miss Clara Barton, of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross Society, has also arrived 
with provisions for the society.

Although 
there is bread enough for all, there is not 
the same abundance as in normal times, 
nor is the price normal, 

Great anxiety exists among all social 
classes, especially among commercial men 
and planters and producers, as to the 
form of government ‘for Cuba which will be 
decided upon by the Paris commission. 


RULING THE NEGRO OUT. 


The Ninth New York Volunteers Have 
‘Grown Demonstrative. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 25.—(Special.) 
The Ninth New York volunteer infantry is 
now the terror of the negroes of this city, 
as well as those at the park. Since one of 
their number was thrown under a passing 
train and killed by a negro the members 
of the regiment have vowed that no negro 
shall come into their camp, nor shall one 
cume into the park if they can help it. Asa 
a result almost a riot occurred this even- 
ing at the park. Several] negroes who were 
passing in the neighborhood of the New 
Yorkers were set upon and were badly 
beaten up, one of them almom killed. There 
were cries of ‘“‘Lynch him!’’ from hun- 
dreds of throats, and the hubbub attracted 
the attention of Father Ryan, a Catholic 
priest from Philadelphia, and but for his 
interference the boys say they would have 
hanged both negroes. Several negro men 
were chased out of the park and many of 
them who have guard duties at the stores 
at Lytle have refused to go there tonight. 
It is safe to say that the Ninth will not be 
bothered with negroes the balance of their 
stay at Chickamauga park. 


HAVE FRAMED CONSTITUTION. 


United Stites of Central America Will 
Have Election in December. 

Managua, Nicaragua, August 24, via Gal- 
vyeston.—The convention which hag been 
engaged in formulating a constitution for 
the United States of Central America, 
embracing Salvador, Honduras and Co- 
lombia, has completed its work. These 
commissioners will supplant the diet of 
the Greater Republic of Central America 
and will assume provisional powers. They 
will make preparations for the election on 
December Ist, for the election of presi- 
dent, senatons and federal judges for 
terms of four years and for the installa- 
tion in office of those elected on March 1, 
1899, 

The federal district includes more than 
3,000 square miles on the Pacific coast. The 
constitution has not been submitted to a 
vote of the people. 


CAPTURE OF CATTLE THIEVES. 


Texans Locate Them in a Rei River 

Jungle. 

St. Louls, August 25.—A special to The 
Republic from Texarkana, Tex., says that 
a detachment of deputies arrived here 
from Red river with six negroes, whe 
were lodged in jail. They were captured 
in the jungles near the James plantation 
and comprised a portion of the cattle 
thieves who were corralled in that vicinity 
on the 28d instant by the settlers of the 
valley. The gang was armed, but had 
no ammunition, and for that reason sur- 
rendered. Ike Johnson, the leader of the 
captured gang, says that their number 
consisted of eighteen men and ‘that the 
rest of them are still in hiding near the 
place that he and his men evacuated. 
There is a strong cordon arcund James 
jungle, over seventy-five men being on 
duty, making it impossible for the men 
to escape. 


Hungarian View Prevailed. 

Vienna, August 25.—Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph is returning from Ischl to deal with 
the understanding reported to have been 
arrived at at the Austro-Hungarian con- 
ference at Buda-Pest. The exact terms 
of the agreement will not be pubiished un- 
til it has been approved by the respective 
cabinets, but it is understood that the 
Hungarian view prevailed. Each country 
will, therefore, regulate its customs and 
commercial relations independently, Hun- 
gary agreeing to increase her contributions 
to the common expenditure by 2 per cent.

Soldier Thought to Be Down With Yel- 


low Fever, 


HOUSTON HAS QUARANTINED 


Against Galveston and Other Places 
Are Doing the Same. 


PHYSICIANS SENT TO INVESTIGATE CASE 


Texas Board of Health Will Make a 
Report—All Louisiana Has Shut 
Out Galveston. 


Houston, Tex., August 2%.—At midnight 
tonight quarantine was declared agains‘ 
Galveston because of a suspcious case 
there {n the camp of the regular troops. 
Dr. Fisher, health officer of Galveston, 
quarantined agatnst Fort Point, where the 
case is located, The physicians who have 
seen the case are disagreed on the diag- 
nosis, but it is reported to the marine hoa- 
pital headquarters at Washington as sus- 
picious. Dr. Blunt, state health officer, 
is now on his way to Galveston. The 
health board of this city will meet in the 
morning to further consider the matter, 
and will hear reports from physicians sent 


‘to investigate. Fort Point is some distance 


from Galveston, and the case is not yet 
branded as genuine yellow fever, conse- 
quently there is likely to be no great scare 
here. However, quarantine was declared 
as a matter af precaution, as the authori- 
ties of Houston are determined there shall 
be no chance for the infection of this city. 
A special from Galveston says that the 
patient has deen isolated, and that no com- 
munication with the fort is permitted, save 
by telephone. 

. yeas reported at Franklin, La., yester- 
day was not heard from directly today, it 
not being possible to obtain a special.

What Captain Davies Has to Say. 


Camp Northen, Ga., August 2. 1898.—Ed-+ My position is an unpleasant one, but I 


itor Constitution: Kindly publish the fol- 
lowing statement of the facts connected 
with the reporter’s visit to our camp and 
my company yesterday: 

I was at the colonel’s tent when one of 
my men came up hastily and said that a 
reporter was in my company street excit- 
ing the men to mutiny. Colonel Candler 
instructed me to go down to the street 
and act courteous!y and discreetly in the 
matter. On arriving in tbe street I found 
Mr. Sawtell, who had assembled about 
half the company near ihe mess hall. I 
pushed through the men and inquired of 
Mr. Sawtell iuis Lvsiness. He said he rep- 
resented The Conslitution and was ordered 
to get the sentiment of the men regarding 
mustering out. 1 toli him |e had treated 
me discourteous!v in coming into my street 
without my kKnowl:-:dze or consent and as- 
sembling my men for what appeared to be 
mutinous purposes. He stated that he had 
come to secure tne truth. I then offered 
to assemble the whole company for Mr. 
Sawtell and let bim get the true sentiments 
of the men. He agreed to the proposition 
and my first sergeant, under my order, 
made the entire cer.pany fall in. I took 
my place in front and told the boys that 
the reporter wanted to know their true 
sentiments about mustering out. I request- 
ed all who desired to muster out to step 
two paces to tne front. Just two men 
came forward. I paused for five minutes 
waiting for more. None came. The two 
men who stepped out were men fvho haa 
reasons, and good ones, fer desiring to 
go home and these reasons, in all proba- 
bility, are sufficient for the securing of 
honorable discharges from the service. It 
is unnecessary to go into them here. On 
the announcement of the brave vote the 
men cheered wildly and a hundred hats 
Were tossed high above the treetops. The 
men crowded around me and begged the 
right of administering a ‘‘rail ride’’ to Mr. 
Sawteil. I called my sergeants tmmedi- 
ately and ordered them to stay close to 
the mass of men and prevent such an 
ect. I went back to headquarters 
and reported all to Colonel Candler. In a 
few moments Mr. Sawtell came up and 
received the most courteous itreatment 
from all officers present. He stated t9 
Colonel Candler this: “I am proud to say 
I did not find a man in Captain Davies's 
company who desircd to muster out in 
all my investigations before the captain 
came down to the street.’”’ Mr. Sawtell 
then was invited to go down into the 
streets and meet the officers and Colonel 
Candler asked me to go with him and in- 
troduce him to all company commanders. 
On the way down I used about these words 
to Mr. Sawtell: ‘I shall be glad for you to 


Shall avoid all sensations and go in to get 
the truth.” A great many company com- 
manders were out of their tents and cculd 
not be found. Several officers told their 
men what was wanted of them and the 
men plainly stated that no reporter had a 
right to call them together and force any 
interviews from them and they would not 
assemble. At the lower end of the camp 
the men began to mass and I heard threats 
from them on all sides against Mr. Sawtell. 
The “‘rail’’ was threatened on every hand. 
The officers began to come in and suppress 
the idea of any indignity to Mr. Sawtell. 
A man, his name I do not recall, who had 
offered during the morning to secure the 
signatures of the men to a petition for 
mustering out was driven from street to 
Street by at least 20 yelling men. 
I saw one of my own moe2n drive the fellow 
with blows from the entrance of our street. 
I was joined by the otther officers in sece- 
ing thatno harm wasdone this man who 
had attempted to get tne petition signed. 
It developed during the day that he had 
utterly failed to secure the support of the 
men. Mr. Sawtell only visited three or 
four companies, and stated to geveral offi- 
cers that he had not found any serious dis- 
satisfaction, and that the mustering-out 
sentiment was prevalenj in only one com- 
pany. This company he had visited in 
the mess hall at dinner; and the officer 
who escorted him had put this question 
to the men quickly, while they sat at 
dinner: “All who want to go home when the 
war is’over, old up their hands.”’ A large 
number of the men of this company .had 
responded by raising their hands, as lI 
learn today, under a’ mistaken idea of 
what was wanted of them. They had the 
idea that some one was trying to find out 
whether they wished to remain ‘volun- 
teers’ or become ‘“‘regulars.”’ As this last 
named company is not my own, I have been 
forced to get my explanation gf the com- 
pany’s ideas from a few of the leading 
men of that company. 

The Third Georgia is the finest body of 
soldiers ever mustered in the south since 
the revolution. The men came in hoping 
for service in the Philippines or West 
Indies. Many of them enlisted after peace 
was assured. The men want to go into 
service. They appreciate the horor of 
Georgia carrying our beautiful flag into 
the world of national progress which this 
era opens to the young men of our coun- 
try. They would claim the right of our 
state to play a part in the great events 
ahead of our nation. A great many people 
seem not to understand or comprehend the 
true worth of such a sentiment. I have 
lived among the men, and understand them. 
I beg your pardon for taking so much of 
your space, and I thank you in advance

Curious Development in the Adams 
Tragedy, 


POLICY ARRIVES FOR HIM 


Agent Returns It to the Company, 
Though Offered Pay. 


THE POLICY WAS CLEARLY EARNED 


And Was in Columbus as the Proper- 
ty of Mr. Adams—Legal Proceed- 
ings Will Be Lfnstituted. 


Columbus, Ga., August 25.—(Spectal.)—It 
is possible that the tragic manner and 
time of the death of Hon. Thomas M. 
~Adams, of Chat&ahoochee county, may 
make the insurance money which will be 
paid over to his survivors $5,000 Bess. 

Mr. Adams was a we!l insured man, as 
was stated in The Constitution today. Ref- 
erence was made to a $,000 policy which 
he had applied for geveral days ago, and 
which had arrived in Columbus, where it 
.was awaiting him, After his death one of 
Mr. Adams’s friends offered to pay the 
premium on the policy and take it, but the 
local agent of the company would not 
consent to this. An interesting question 
has thus arisen in which the sum of $5,000 
is at stake. 

The Agent’s Position. 

Mr. Joe Hill is the Columbus representa- 
tive of the Royal Union, of Des Moines, 
la., in which order the policy was taken 
out. He was seen by the representative of 
The Constitution today, and made the 
following statement: 

Two weeks ago Mr. Adams applied 
through him for a $5,000 policy in the Royal 
Union, The application was sent in. On 
last Saturday he was accosted on the 
streets by Mr. Adams, who asked him 
if his policy had arrived. He was told that 
it had not. He stated to Mr.Hill that he 
would be in the city Tuesday or Wednes- 
day, and if the policy had arrived by that 
time he would pay the premium and take 
it. The policy arrived on Monday, and Mr. 
Hill wrote to Mr. Adams that day, notify- 
ing him of its arrival. On Wednesday 
morning he learned that Mr. Adams had 
been killed in Chattahoochee county the 
night before. Mr. Adams had made no 
payment nor given any notes on the policy. 

The Money Offered. 

During the morning of Wednesday Mr. 
Slade, of the warehouse firm of Slade & 
Farish, a friend of the deceased gentle- 
man, came to Mr. Hill and offered him the 
amount of the premium, Mr. Hill refused 
to take it, the applicant having died. He 
wired to the Royal Union for instructions, 
and was instructed to return the policy 
to Des Moines. This he did. 

On account of the amount involved and 
the tragic manner of Mr. Adams’s death, 
any future developments in the matter will 
be awaited with considerable interest. 


COTTON PROSPECT AT AMERICUS.

Over 500 Bales Have Already Been 
Received and Business Booming. 
Americus, Ga., August 25.—(Special.)—The 
cotton season in Americus may be sal to 
have fairly opened and from this time for- 
ward the fleecy staple will roll in at a rapid 
rate, infusing ne life into every channel 
of trade. Already business is rapidly re- 
viving and Americus merchants look for- 
ward hopefuliy to a season of prosperity 
aiter a long, dull summer. Nearly 100 bales 
of the new crop were marketed here today, 
while receipts to date will probabiy exceed 
500 bales. The warehouses and compresses 
anticipate a busy season and have made 
every preparation therefor. Last year 
Americus handled nearly 6,000 baies of cot- 
ton, and while the crop prospect is not as 
good now perhaps as at this date last sea- 
son, cotton men expect to push the above 
figures pretty close. With the best market 
in this. section and with every facility for 
handling cotton there is no reason why 
this cannot be G<ne. Last year cotton was 
shipped here from points nearly 100 miles 
distant. Americus’ territory will even be 
increased this season. Already fields ir: 
this section are white with the staple ana 
picking is being pushed erapidly. ne 
farmer stated today that already he had 
gathered forty bales. Kain tuday was gen- 
eral in this section, and while it may in- 
jure open cotton to some extent, it will 
greatly benefit the plant.

But even if he succeeds in carrying it 
no further, it will sti] be of priceless 
service to him when the crisis comes in 
enabling him ito carry on operations 
under much better advantages than 
would otherwise be possible. Khartoum 
is situated in the angle which the Blue 
Niie and the White Nile make in form- 
ing the ‘Nile proper, and at Sais point, 
where Sir Herbert Kitchener expects to 
engage the dervishes in final combat, 
he can effectively concentrate the full 
strength of both the military and naval 
forces under his command. From pres- 
ent indications the expedition promises 
to be successful. 

With respect to the purpose which the 
expedition seeks to accomplish, it is 
hardly necessary to inform our readers 
that the end in view is to conquer back 
the Soudan. This immense piece of 
African real estate formerly belonged 
to Egypt, and since Great Britain has 
undertaken to manage the affairs of 
that country she has felt tt incumbent 
uopn her to annex the Soudan to Egypt. 
Ostensibly, Great Britain is acting in the 
matter from purely disinterested mo- 
tives, but really she expects in time to 
own Egypt, and to own that country 
with the Soudan is better than to own 
it without the Soudan, She first under- 
took this hazardous enterprise some 
fourteen years ago, but she failed to 
carry it out successfully, suffering the 
loss of General Gordon in thé attempt. 
Two years ago she decided to renew 
the enterprise, and this time in view of 
the added precautions which she has 
taken and also in view of the alleged 
disaffection which exists in the Soudan, 
she ts mote than apt to meet with suc- 
cess. 

From this time forward it will be well 
to closely watch the movements of Sir 
Herbert Kitchener in the Nile valley. 
Interesting events are likely to trans- 
pire in that quarter at almost any time. 


Some Railway Statistics. 

The interstate commerce cOMmission, 
which is always twelve months behind 
in making up its yearly statistical re- 
ports on account of the necessity for 
careful revision which the work requires, 
has just sent out some interesting fig- 
ures for the twelve months ending June 
30, 1897. 

On fhe date above given it appears 
that the total railway mileage of the 
United States aggregated 184,428 miles; 
the increase for the twelve months pre- 
ceding being 1,651 miles. On the same 
date it appears ‘that there were 128 roads 
in the hands of receivers, representing 
17,861 miles of track. 

With respect to ‘the capital invested 
in raitway enterprises the report shows 
fhat on June 30, 1897,7it amounted to 
$10,638,008,074, or 359,620 per mile of 
track. During the twelve months em- 
braced in the report:there were 489,- 
445,198 passengers carried, or 22,327,529 
less than: for the twelve months preced- 
With respect to freight, there 
were 741,705,946 tons carried during the 
year, or 24,185,439 tons less than for the 
twelve months preceding. With respect 
to the gross earnings of the year the re- 
port diows that these aggregated $1,122)- 
089,773, or $28,073,603 less than for the 
twelve months preceding. 

Altogether, the fiscal. year. ending 
June 30, 1897, .was not fraught with 


much prospérity to the rdifway inter- 
ests of the conrtry, but better -results | 


are expected from the present. fiscal.year. 


War’s Strain Upon Commanders. 

‘laere can be no doubt of the fact that 
the strain of responsibility -which rests 
upon commanders in time of war is 
something terrible. 

Recent events have fmparted tragic 
emphasis to this observation. In the 
battle of Manila, Captain Gridley, of 
the Olympia, received no wound, but 
such was the tremendous strain from 
which he suffered in that engagement 
that he lived to enjoy the fruits of 
the victory which he. had so dearly 
earned barely more than four weeks. 
So long as the excitement of meeting 
the enemy face to face continued, he 
felt that he was fully equal to the or- 
deal, but when this excitement was re- 
moved he realized that his days were 
numberer4. Under foreign skies, mona 
numbered. Under foreign skies, more 
than seven thousand miles from home, 
the brave officer breaghed his last. 

Several weeks ago the announcement 
was made that Captain Charles ELE. 
Clark, of the Oregon, was wholly un- 
able to remain at his post of duty,on 
account of his impaired physical condi- 
tion, and that months might intervene 
before he could again resume active 
work in the navy. This all grows out 
of the heavy strain of responsibility to 
which he has been subjected during the 
past four months. ‘When Captain Clark 
set out from San Francisco last April 
to join the north Atlantic squadron in 
Cuban weters he was in the best ot 
health, but such was the prolonged ten- 
sion upon which he was put in round- 
ing the continent of South America and 
in plunging headlong into the midst of 
hostilities upon arriving in Cuban wat- 
ers that he soon found himself com- 
pletely broken down. This disclosure 
did not come until Cervera’s fleet had 
been destroyed, but when it did come 
it was almost remorseless in the assur 
ance that Captain Clark was in critical 
health, and that he might never again 
be able to pace the deck of his warship 
Captain Clark may eventually recover 
his health, but of this there is grave 
doubt. 

Since arriving in New York severa! 
days ago, both Admiral Sampson and 
Admiral Schley have been prostrated 
upon beds of sickness, due mainiy to 
the strain from which they have suffered 
during the past few fhonths. We may 
observe in this same connection that 
there is little reason to doubt that the 
disabilities whie» prevented Admiral 
Sicard from taking active command of 
the north Atlantic squadron at the be- 
ginning of (hostilities were due largely 
to the preliminary work which he was 
compelled to do in the matter of devising 
plans for the navy’s work in Cuban 
waters, ‘Tihese cases, of course, are ex- 
ceptional; but there can be no doubt 
of the fact that every officer, both of the 
navy and of the army, has suffered in 
some measure on account of the heavy 
strain of responsibility which thas rest- 
ed upon. him. 

Thus we gee thatthe heroes who have 
figured in the recent bloody drama of 
events have paid dearly for the laurel 
wreaths which they have plucked from 
the fields of conffict.

With the 
nephew's consent Brahmin was summoned 
to discever the thief, and the following is a 
bare narration of-the extraordinary proce- 
dure he adopted, and usually adopts, in all 
such cases. Accompanied by an aid, he 
comes te the house, provided with two 
bamboo rods about sixteen feet long and 
an inch and a half in diameter. He also 
has with him a pumber of fresh peepul 
leaves, a cocoanut, some rice and some 
vermilion and cowries; a fresh earthen 
dish has to be provided by the person who 
summons him as well as a stool.

At’ the Brahmin’s cal] of each name the 
bamboo rods in the first instance rise to- 
gether and form a semicircle above; they 
then bend and, forming a semicircle below, 
gradually come together, pick up the leaf 
containing the name called out and throw 
it out of the dish. This strange process is 
repeated till the name of the thief, as al- 
leged, is called, when they both seize the 
leaf, lift it up, and only disengage it af 
the call of the. Brahmin, who entreats the 
rods to let the leaf go. To all appearance 
the two men who hold the rods make no 
effort whatever. The thing is done in such 
an extraordinary fashion as To exceed be- 
lief. In fact, a reasonable human being 
cannot believe it till he has witnessed it, 
and when he has done so his amazement 
is all the greater. Here is, indeed, a marvel 
for the scientist to puzzie over. The two 
rods bend, come together and seize upon 
the right names as they are called out, 
and then throw them aside except in the 
case of the thief. In this instance the 
nephew confessed to the theft, and a num- 
ber of his relatives who had come from up- 
country to witness the ordea] made restitu- 
tion.

I have ad him to state to 
me the relationship between the father of 
the admira] and Frederick A. Schley, who 
was an eminent lewyer of Frederick, Md., 
some forty or fifty years ago. 

“Thus far I have learned that the 
Schieys who first emigrated from Germa- 
ny, settled in Annapolis, Md., and finally 
in» Frederick. The leading man among 
them was Thomas Schley, who had arrived 
in this country in 1735, was an excellent 
schoolmaster. He came with a party of em- 
igrants from the Palatinates, numbering 
perhaps one hundred families in all, They 
were noted, not for their wealth, but for 
their good, hard, horse sense; their cour- 
age, their thrift and their Teutonic force 
of character. This Thomas Schley was a 
parochial school teacher and sometimes 
officiated when the clergyman was away 
as substitute preacher. He was of the 
Lutheran church. Admiral Schley is a di- 
rect descendant from the German school- 
master, who was highly esteemed and 
greatly loved by his people. 

“John Jacob Schley, who had married a 
Miss Anna Marie Shellman, a woman of 
great force of character and strong intel- 
lect, left Frederick aftgr the war of 1812, 
came to Georgia and settled in the town 
of Louisville, Jefferson county. He brought 
all of his family with him, except his son, 
Frederick A. Schiey, above referred to, 
who remained in Frederick. 

“The children who came with them were 
George, William, John, Philip T., Anna 
Maria and Catherine. George Schley was 
for many, perhaps forty years. postmaster 
of Savannah; and was still holding the 
office at the time of his death. William be- 
came an eminent lawyer, an able judge of 
the old Middle circuit and afterwards a 
congressman and governor of the state. 
His brother John also studied law; was a 
strong lawyer with large practice and was 
eleven years judge of the same circuit. 

Philip Thomas Schley went to Columbus, 
Ga., Was a good lawyer, and practiced suc- 
cessfully there for many years. It can be 
said of these brothers, as well as of Fred- 
erick A.. Schley, of Frederick, Md., that 
theyall worked at their respective trades 
until they got money enough to get their 
schooling and could prepare themselves 
for admission to the bar. 

“The two daughters, to-wit: Anna Maria 
and Catherime, were married in Louisville, 
Ga., the former to Major Maxwell, a rfeh 
rice planter on the coast below Savannah, 
and who was a member of the Georgia leg- 
islature at that time. Catherine married 
Dr. ie] Hook; who ‘was also a Mary- 
lander, who.had emigrated to Louisville, 
Ga., to practice medicine. He became emi- 
nent as a physician, and in later years a 
preacher in the Christiam church. He was 
twice elected mayor of the city of Augusta. 
I am the son and now the only living 
child of that marriage. My sister, Mary 
Hook, married the late Judge Clark Hew- 
ell, of this county, and Mrs. Park Wood- 
ward, of this city was her daughter by 
that marriage. Mrs. Woodward’s son, Clark 
Howell Woodward, a naval cadet, has 
lately enjoyed the great honor of fighting 
on the Brooklyn under his renowned rela- 
tive, Admiral W. 8S. Schley, in the famous 
naval battle at Santiago. 

I theve heard that General Winfield 
oy who had about that time grown into 
igh puBlic favor, was greatly admired 


by the admiral’s father, and he showed his - 


appreciation by naming his son for him 

The admiral fought with the uniom side 
in our late civil war, but not until after 
he had hesitated for some time to take the 
oath of allegiance, He jeaned to the south- 
ern side, but referred the matter to his 
father before taking definite action. He fol- 
lowed his father’s advice and fought on 
the union side, and fought bravely there 
as he has always done everywhere. ,

THE NATION'S DISGRACE _ 


IN TREATING ITS'SICK, 


> 


The Men In the Trenches Brought Home to Linger and to Die—Dis- 
graceful Treatment of the Men at McPherson Barracks— 
Neglect Which Amounts to National Criminality.

Eiitor Constitution—Being anxious to 
learn the exact condition of things at 
Fort McPherson hospital, I went yester- 
day to make persona) investigation. I 
came away with the conviction that the 
horrors of war lie not in the carnage of 
battle. Sherman said that killing was 
the science of war. Men go into battle 
with a perfect understanding of its dan- 
gers. They fight for the glory of their 


country and they are ready for any fate.” 


But when the battle is done and the na- 
tion. rings with peans of victory, what 
of the wounded? What of the poor fel- 
lows who lie bleeding upon the field? 

When the news of Santiago’s battle was 
flashed over the wires the nation’s heart 
went out to the poor men in the ditches. 
Surely there would be abundant succor. 
Surely they would be tenderly cared for. 
Could a nation do less for her heroes? 
There came horrible stories of suffering. 
Some one had blundered. But assurance 
was given that the fau!t would be quickly 
rémedied. 

Then came the transportation of these 


wounded men to improvised hospitals in , 


the United States. The poor fellows were 
placed upon transports wholly unfit for 
service of this character. From the 
transports they were put upon trains and 
conveyed thousands of miles to interior 
points. At the end of their journey they 
found everything in a state of unreadi- 
ness. 

Ten days after the fight at Santiago a 
train load of these wounded soldiers reach- 
ed Atlanta and were deposited at Fort Mc- 
Pherson. A few days later a second train 
arrived, and so they have been coming 
from time to time for the past six weeks. 
In the beginning there was absolutely no 
provision at the fort for the care of the 
wounded men; ten days after the fight, 
yet not a thing had been provided for the 
comfort of these men. They came to 
Atlanta in the clothes that they had worn 
in battle. The blood from their wounds 
had clotted and putrified upon their cot- 
ton uniforms, By the hundreds these men 
were taken from the trains and placed in 
tents. 

The horror of the situation was mani- 
fest, but again the public was told that 
relief would be forthcoming. Days and 
days went by, but there was no change. 
There were no sheets or pillows for the 
men; not a pillow in the hospital. No 
milk,-no ice, no delicacies of any char- 
acter. The force of surgeoOhs and nurses 
was Wholly inadequate. 

So matters went on, The poor, wan 
faces of suffering men appealed eloquently 
to those who. visited the hospital. The 
g°0d women of our city became intéerésted 
and a noble work of Trellef was begun, 
though it must be said that in the begin- 
ning their efforts wera’ not cordially re- 
ceived by those in authority at the hos- 
pital. 

Think of it! ‘These brave soldiers neg- 
lected and forgotten. They had fought and 
fallen in the name of a proud nation; they 
had given their life’s blood in defense of 
the star spangled banner; they had turn- 
ed their backs upon home and loved ones, 
believing that their first duty was to their 
country; they had endured a thousand pri- 
vations; they had faced a thousand dan- 
gers; had fallen in the thick of the fight 
and had come to this at last. 

Oh, the horror of it! Here in Atlanta, 
three miles distant from the hospital, 
there was an abundance of everything 
they need—food, clothing and medicine. 
Why was not this available Why, indeed? 
The richest nation on the globe, a liberal, 
Christian people, and yet these men, these

defenders of our national honor, must g0 
racked and tortured for the need of proper 
food and medicines because, forsooth, cer- 
tain’ stilted officials must be humored: 
Formal requisition must be made out, 
signed and dragged through the regulation 
channel before the supplies so badly need- 
ed could be obtained. 

This is an unprejudiced recital of what 
has transpired since the hospital was es- 
tablished. Conditions are somewhat im- 
proved today. Some of the early requisl- 
tions for supplies thave been filled, but 
the ‘hospital is still a disgrace to the spirit 
and liberality of our government, The 
food supplied is totally unfit for the sick 
men. The supply of milk, eggs, ice, lem- 
ons and other articles of diet, absolutely 
necessary for the sick, is wholly insuffi- 
cient. Indeed, some of these articles are 
not supplied at all. 

Do you know, Mr. Editor, that there are 
more sick soldiers at Fort McPherson 
than at any other military hospital in 
the United States; more, even, than at 
Montauk Point, Long Island? There are 
nearly one thcusand brave fellows stretch- 
ed upon,their backs at Fort McPherson to- 
day. ‘The hospital at Montauk Point {is 
in the public eye, and the great heart of 
our country is pouring out comfort an4 
pienty in that direction. The press dis- 
patches tell us that the president gavs? 
special orders to General Wheeler regard- 
ing the purchase of everything that could 
contribute to the comfort of the sick 
men on Long Island. Today it is said 
that the secretary of war has gone per- 
sonally to inspect that camp. with a view 
of remedying delay in providing for the 
comfort of the sick soldiers. The New 
York papers tell of the abundant charity 
that is supporting the Montauk Point hos- 
pital. Miss’: Helen Gould, for instance, 
has sent a carload of lemons and has 
contributed $25,000 in cash. 

But the poor fellows at Fort McPherson 
are out of the public eye and they are for- 
gotten. Shame, shame, shame. These men 
deserve the nation’s recognition and tender 
care. They are not getting it. There are 
fifty nurses to care for 1,000. sufferers. 
These nurses are equally divided into a 
day and night force. Think of it. Twenty- 
five women to watch through the long 
night hours and minister to the wants of 


1,000 sick and dying men. Worse than all," 


these women must listen to the piteous 
pleadings for ordinary delicacies and com- 
forts that cannot be supplied. 

A thousand patriots are lying sick at 
Fort McPherson. They are being treated 
like animals. This is harsh, but facts justi- 
fy the comparison, What else may be said 
when, afier the lapse of nearly two months, 
these poor feilows are without te most 
Ordinary comforts? Many of them woukl 
be absolutely naked but for the charity 
that has supplied them with pajamas and 
Other cotton clothing. What a reward for 
patriotism Well did one of the poor fel- 
lows say: “I gave up all for my country 
and now I am left naked and sick.’’ The 
Officials say that all will be righted in 
time, but that requisitions must take their 
regular eourse. 

Out upon such a policy! Ido not believe 
that the government demands it. I believe 
that the fault lies with some petty officia} 
whose soul cannot be stirred by human 
suffering. There has been no delay in pro- 
viding for the sick soldiers at Montauk 
Point, and there should be none in pro- 
curing relief for the hospital at Fort Mo- 
Pherson. In the name of God and hu- 
manity let “red tape’’ be dispensed with. 
Supply the needs of these men immediately. 
All that can be done for them is not half

Soldiers Neglected at Montauk. :

The sufferings to which Weyler subjected 
the reconcentrados were no greater than 
those now inflicted upon our own gallant 
troops by ignorance, incompetence and in 
some instances heartless indifference in 
official circles. 

While profoundly moved by the daily re- 
ports of insufficient food, shelter and medi- 
Cal attendance for the sick, and of the 
needless hardships and miseries imposed 
upon all, the people supposed that the ad- 
ministrative machinery would be speedily 
brought into efficient working order and 
were patient. 

But patience has ceased to be a virtue; 
longer toleration would be a crime. The 
great heart of the nation throbs with affec- 
tion for the brave fellows who faced priva- 
tions, disease and death in their country’s 
cause, Every man and woman in the land 
would individually make and sacrifice to 
insure the comfort of the soldiers.who are 
in healia and to alleviate the sufferings of 
those wounded or stricken down with dis- 
ease; but the millions of sympathetic hearts 
and eager hands are helpless in presence of 
complacent and stupid bureaucracy incom- 
petent to itself relieve the suffering and 
unwilling to permit private benevolence to 
do su. 4 ° 

While it is arranged to send the Spanish 
prisoners home on comfortable ships our 
Own men, enfeebled and sick, are sent 
north on transports packed like sardines— 
breathing an at phere that prostrates 
the strong and ki the sick, with an in- 
sufficiency of attendance and of medicines 
and of food suitable to their condition. 
With unlimited millions of money at the 
disposal of the government, and with a 
people more thah anxious to do everything 
for its heroes regardless of cost, the hard- 
ships and miseries that are still inflicted 


upon our troops are nothing less than an 
outrage. 

After all these weeks of time for prepa- 
ration we have the vessels that arrived at 
Montauk yesterday and on Monday night 
bringing hundreds of sick soldiers who can- 
not be landed because there is no hos- 
pital accommodation for them, and Colonel 
Forwood reports 200 sick soldiers now 
sleeping on the hospital floor because there 
are no cots! The charge that the water 
au at Montauk is impure is denied by 
the authorities, but the presence of more 
than 200 cases of typhoid and the rapid in- 
crease in the number are, to say the least, 
suspicious. The surgeons refused to permit 
the Red Cross Society to erect the distill- 
ing planta it had purchased and the use of 
which would have given assured purity to 
the water. 


“ The milk in the hospital wards could not 


be preserved from souring until private 
charity a few days ago furnished refrigera- 
tors as well as needed supplies. So lax are 
the hospital methods in the matter of keep- 
ing records that we are told of relatives 
unable to learn whether the soldier they 
sought were a patient or not—of bodies sent 
away for burial with no oth@ mark of 
identification than a tag bearing the last 
name only. From nearly every eamp and 
hospital comes the story of mismanage- 
ment on the part of the authorities, lack of 
necessaries and neediess suffering among 
the soldiers, sick and well. If only ore- 
half the authenticated statements that are 
made were true there would be imperative 
reason for prompt investigation and the 
condign purnishment of those responsible 
for this shameful and crue] treatment of 
men who imperiled their lives in their 
country’s service. 

Public sentiment on this subject is get- 
ting very near the explosive point, and un- 
less the administration moves in the mat- 
ter, and without delay, it is Hable to feel 
the reflex of the people's indignation.

WHEN ‘WAR, POLITICS’ 


AND GEOGRAPHY MIX. 


The Troops Which Were Given a Chance to Fight Spaniards and Those 
Which Were Chosen to Wrestle with Yellow Fever Germs— 
With Some Incidents Relating Thereto. 


BY ROBERT B. CRAMER. 


The recent ficod of criticism which Las 
poured in upon Secretary of War Alger 
over his‘alleged mismanagement of the 
late campaign, and which now threatens 
to engulf him, is neither the text nor the 
excuse for what is herein written. This is 
not criticism; it is history. Most of it has 
been printed in scraps now and then in 
the daily papers, but the significance of it 
can scarcely have been noted by the pubiic, 
becauss up to this time the public has 
made no-comment upon it—which it cer- 
tainly would have done otherwise. So I 
have pieced it together and present it in 
such shape that those who believe Secre- 
tary Alger to be incompetent and unfair, 
and those who do not, will alike be able to 
sum up the evidence in his case and render 
a verdict according to their consciences. 
For myself, I know so little about Secre- 
tary Alger that I could not express an 
honest opinion if I would, and in times 
like these I have little patience with those 
who attack high military officials for petty 
reasons, and who lose sight of the fact 
that on the whole the country has, in 
walloping a first-class European power off 
hand in ninety days, done all that could 
reasonably be expected. 

But it is permissible to set down facts, 
and to let them do the talking. In all the 
wars of the world the qualities which go 
to make a fighting man have been devel- 
oped in-official reports, but in the end no 
man could diagnose a soldier in a crowd, 
no matter how ‘great might be his mili- 
tary knowledge or experience. Privates 
have goné into battles and come out gen- 
erals, and generals have gone into battle 
and come out stripped of their gold insignia 
and disgraced. The scratch of whet = 
McKinley’s pen can make a postmaster 
or a district attorney or a judge or a callec- 
tor of the port, but it cannot make a 
soldier. Hereditary conditions cannot do 
it. Wealth cannot do it. Congress cannot 
do it. No power on earth can do it except 
that which gxists in the man himself—in 
the raw material that is given a gun and 
a belt of cartridges and some crackers and 
bacon and thrown ifto the fighting iine 
to be hardened or softened according to 
the stuff that undergoes the operation, 


That being So, it is permissible on the 
part of the man who selects candidates for 
soldiers to pick them where he thinks 
best, and if President McKinley had some- 
what curious ideas about the sort of men 
he wanted it is to be supposed that he 
was acting according to his best judgment. 
Epitaphs have not fought especially well 
in the past, but it was the president’s: un- 
questioned right to give them another 
chance if he thought they deserved it. 
If he did it on political grounds h® ought 
to be impeached, but there -is no. evidence 
that the son of a former president or of a 
senator or of a great general or of a mil- 
lionaire would not perform as g@6od serviee 
at the front as the son of an undertaker 
or a preacher or a photographer or a 
blacksmith. On the whole it is only fair 
in a democratic country, where hereditary 
claims are debarred by the constitution, 
to give all sons equal opportunities for 
showing what they are made of, but, as I 
have already sald, it is the president's 
right to disagree with the people in this 
respect, and the law gives him the best 
end of the disagreement. 

But in calgjng to arms the great volun- 
teer armies that are ever ready to respond 
to a summons from Washington, every 
state and every man stands equal before 
the world and before the enemy. Every 
state furnishes troops in exact accordance 
with its population, and every man repre- 
sents all that every other man dare lay 
claim to. Each leaves his family and his 
friends; each risks his life and his health; 


each takes the one oath of allegiance; each 


receives the same pay, and each goes to 
fight for the glory that is the common 
spoils of all—the only pay that, after all, 
a soldier ever ‘works for. Behind them is 
their individual pride, the pride of their 
family, the pride of their town, the pride 
of their state, and the pride of their sec- 
tion. Before them is the halo of war, 
which gilds and glistens the hardships 


. ahead until they seem but golden opportu- 


nities waiting to bé grasped.

But, as I said in the beginning, I am 
writing history and aot criticism, and up 
to this time, except for the fact that the 
regiments named have sailed and that 
others of the south are disheveled over the 
question of facing the same fate, there 
are no new facts to add. Let those that 
I have given you speak for themselves, 
and when you pass upom Secretary Alger, 
after thoroughly undergtanding the case, 
it will be proper to announce a verdict.

THE MEETING HELD AT THE 
courthouse last night to discuss economy 
in the city government and a reduction of 
fdynicipal taxation was large and noisy. 
An effort was made before it got well under 
way to break it up and adjourn and there 
were only occasional! moments during the 
two hours and a half that it was in ses- 
sion that a speaker could be heard. 

Many who were present were under the 
impression that the purpose of the meeting 
was 10 nominate a ticket for mayor and 
councilmen. This was a misunderstanding, 
but the mistake was not discovered un;il 
near the close. 


The outcome of the meeting was the 
-adoption of a set of resolutions-which com- 


merd the reduction in assessments and 


taxation made by the present city «<dmin- 


istration and urged a further reduction. 

There was one othe ature which wags 
unexrected, but the pkoposition met wth 
practically unanimous pport. This was 
the advocacy of municipal owmmership of 
public utilities, and as a starter the meet- 
ing adopted a resolution asking that an 
opportunity be given for a vote at the QOc- 
tober primary on the question of the city 
ewning tts own electric Lighting plant. 
Scarcely half a dozen votes were heard 
against this resolution, which was sprung 
‘by Mr. W. T. Biggs, baking powder manu- 
facturer at 57% South Broad street. — 

For a time this proposition threatened to 
defeat Judge George Hillyer’s resolution in 
favor of lower taxes and lower aésess- 
ments, but finally the two reso:utions were 
put separately and both were adopted. 

Not a Candidate. 

One other incident gave interest to the 
meeting. Toward the close and just te- 
fére Judge Hillyer submitted a renort from 
a committee of which he was chairinan, he 
paused for a minute to state emphatically 
that he was not and would not be a candi- 
date for mayor or any other office. He said 
that he was interested in this mgvement 
for economy in the exrendfiure of city 
money without any purpose on hig own 
part to promote his candidacy for office. 
His name had been mentioned in the news- 
papers, he said, in connection with the 
Mayoralty race and he took occasion there 
to announce that he would not be a eandi- 
date. His tnterests In the movement was 
simply that of a citizen of Atlanta who 
‘believed that the burden of taxatiun could 
be reduced without interfering with the 
proper administration of the city govern- 
ment. 

Judge John L. Hopkins’ was chairman of 
the meeting. Tne Liberal club attempted to 
Capture the meeting at the outset, ex- 
President Austin, of that club, calling the 
meeting to order exactly at 8 o'clock. 
Messrs. John McCullough, of the Liberal 
club; W. B. Hill and Judge Hopkins were 
Placed in nomination for chairman. Mr.

What Other Cities Pay.

HILLYER WANTED TO CUT FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Thought Payrolls Could Be Reducei 
$22,000—Commission Would Rec- 
, ommend No Change. 


THREE CITY DEPARTMENTS WERE 
investigated by the investigating comris- 
sion yesterday afternoon. They were the 
school, tax and fire departments, and the 
commission had no recommendations to 
make as to changes in the sa'uries or in 
the appropriations. 

It was the opinion of the commission that 
each of these three departments was con- 
ducted as economically as possible, and 
they were consequently passed without any 
recommendation being made. 

The schools were first considered, and

ASSESSMENT AND TAX REDUCTIONS 
URGED BY CITIZENS MASS MEETING. 


The Resolutions Adopted by the Mass Meeting Last Night Urging a Ke- 


duction In Taxes, Read as Follows: 
Whereas, The general depression in values and business prevaiiing throughout 


the country have caused all wise and 
s0na] and private affairs, and the same 
policy in city affairs; and, 


prudent persons to economize in their per- 
wisdom and prudence requires a like

Whereas, This general depression, though felt heretofore less in Atlanta than 


in most other cities, yet does now so appear as to make the public 


burdens 


especially hard to bear at this time; therefore, 

Resolved 1. That radical and emphatic reductions in expenditures of the city’s 
money and a corresponding reduction in the public burdens, now so heavy on the 
people for supporting the city government are absolutely necessary. 

2. That this movement, recognizing with pleasure the reductions both in as- 
sessments and taxation and expenses which the present city administration has 
already made and urges them to review their action and to go further and do 


more than they have done. 


3. That we commend the action of the county and city elective committees 
looking to a pure expression of the public will at the ballot box.* Let us have a 
clear election of clean men to wield authority and wear the crown of the city’s 


peace. 


It would let some men be heard and to 
otyers it would not listen. 
Various Views Expressed. 

Major Hendrix got a hearing and he 
stated that he had looked into the rate 
of taxation in several American cities and 
he found that Atlanta’s rate of taxation 
was less than the average, but the assess- 
ments of piwperty were higher. Nashville, 
with about tne same population, paid 
taxes on only $21.000,000 of property, while 
Atlanta was taxed on $59,000,000. Memphis 
pays taxes on $29,000,000. 

After a long interval of calls for various 
men, Mr. L. Z. Rosser was persuaded to 
give an expression of his views. He de- 
ciared himself for economy, but not for 
penuriousness, and he said that he did not 
waut any £1,200 a year mayor. He thought 
the trouble was in tax dodging and he 
said that if everybody was taxed on what 
they really had, the rate would be low 
and there would be plenty of money. 

Mr. L. B. Austin suggested that Atlanta 
was paying more than her share of the 
state taxes. 

Mr. Clark Howell was called for and he 
said that he was present simply as a 
spectator witout any knowledge of what 
Alans the promoters of the movement 
had in mind beyurd, as he presumed; an 
agitation in favor «t economy in the city 
government. The city should not be ex- 
travagant in its expenditures. Some say 
that the city is spending too much money 
and others contend that Atianta is getting 
the worth of her monéy in a well admin- 
istered city. Thefe are inequalities, how- 
ever. Atlanta pays one-seventh of the 
State’s taxes, whil2 she has only one- 
thirteenth of the state’s population and 
only one-fifty-sixth of the total renresenta- 
tion in the general assembly. He urged 
harmony among the citizens andi congrat- 
ulated the city executive committee on 
providing for the Australian ballot system 
in the October primary. He cited Cilegow, 
Scotland, as a city where the people are 


exempt from taxation, the exnenSes of 


the municipal government being porne by 
corporations and the puntic ulllitles being 
more than self-sustaining. 

Would Encourage Investment. 

In a Ittle while Judge Hillyer’s com- 
mittee came back with a report, Then it 
Was that tthe judge announced that he 
would not be a candidate. After reading 
the resolutions, he called attention to the 
fact that they were silent as ‘to the selec- 
tion of candidates. That was a matter 
which could be dealt with ata later meet- 
ing, if the citizens saw fit to do anything 
about it. Judge Hillyer himself spoke of 
of the opinion that there had been a fall- 
ing off in the erection of new buildings in 
the last six months. In three years, near- 
ly $4,000,000 was invested in new buildings 
in Atlanta. If building stops, the carpen- 
ter, brick layerand others feel it seriously, 
said he, andinvestments ofthis character 
should be encouraged. The tax rate should 
be kept down in order to encourage peo- 
ple with capital to come here and invest 
it. He reminded his hearers that tweive 
years ago the city’s police department was 
run for $37,000 a year, and the fire depart- 
ment did not cost $35,000. He thought that 
the departments gave as good service then 
as they do now, though not so much of 
it, the city having grown larger. He sug- 
gested a reduction of expense in the san- 
itary department. 

City Ownership Proposed. . 

At this juncture, Mr. Biggs offered an 
amendment. It proposed city gwnership 
of such things as electric and gaslighting 
works and street car lines, as well as of 
waterworks. He reminded the audience 
that the recent convention of city officials 
at Detroit unanimously indorsed the plan 
of city ownership of public utilities. He 
declared that if Atlanta owned her #lectric 
light plant, gas plant and the street car 
lines they would be run so @s to pay their 
own operating expenses and make enough 
more to pay all the expenses of the «ity 
government. 

The preamble and resolution were re- 
ceived with lond applause und the meet- 
ing took to tie suggestion at once. There 
was a marked disposition to adopt th‘s 
amendment to the exclusion of the Hillyer 
resolutions. 

Mr. W. B. Hill maée the point that the 
proposed amendment was not germane to 
the report of the committee, and under 
parliamentary law the vote would be on 
the Hillyer resolutions, which he hoped 
would be adopted ary eae 
‘Judge Hillyer stated that so far 4s 
had eed able to hear the Biggs preamble 
and resolution, he was in favor of the pro- 
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of the commission saw some place where 
a reduction could be made. 

Judge Hillyer asked for information con- 
cerning the cost per pupil for the past few 
years, and he was furnished with a state- 
ment showing the cost each year. Presi- 
dent Smith, of the board of education, 
stated that the schools of Atlanta cost les: 
than those in all the thriving cities of the 
east and north. He thought it might be 
possible to adopt a plan to pay the teach- 
ers according to their length of service, 
and in this way save a little money. The 
salaries paid the teachers were quite similar 
to those paid in other cities. He thought if 
a few thousand dollars could be spent for 
annual training, it would be a great advan- 
tage, and would prove a benefit to the 
city. He said the present board had ar- 
ranged so that teachers must have two 
years’ practical experience or two years’ 
experience in a normal schoo!. The normal 
school in Atlanta for the past ten years 
fhad been, he said, a farce, and the preserrt 
board had made great changes in it. 

Judge Hillyer said: ‘I feel a natural 
desire that my position about the schools 
of Atlanta should not be misunderstood. I 
have been a tax payer many years, and 
have always advocated good schools. I do 
not wish to be understood as moved in 
the slightest degree by a feeling of hostil- 
ity toward that department. I. think the 
schools should be watched like all other 
departments, but I do not think we should 
be carried away by zeal to such an extent 
as to cause us to shut our eyes to economy.” 
He went on to compare the appropriations 
of the present time with those twelve years 
previous, and stated that although the 
smallest appropriation was made in 1586, 
the schools lived within their appropriation 
and had a surplus left over. 

Mr. Smith said he did net see how they 
cculd make any changes in the salaries of 
the teacters. ‘‘We accommodated more 
children last year than ever before, and 
we are going to accommodate all the chil- 
Gren who desire to enter the schools this 
year.’ He went on to say that it would 
be the policy of the present board not to 
erect and more eight-grade schools, but to 
make all new schools four or five grades. 
There was a large drop off after the fifth 
grade, and only about half the pupils went 
into the high schools, 

Councilman Peters asked why Atlanta 
cculd not charge a tuition for the high 
schools. This was done by Savannah, he 
said, on the idea tha* only the children of 
the rich people could attend the high 
echcols, the children of other people having 
to go to work about the time they became 
old enough to enter the high schools. 

President Smith said he thought only half 
the number that now attend the high 
schools would be able to take the course 
if a tuition was charged. Many boys and 
girls go through the high schools who 
could not go if they were not free. 

Music in the Schools. 

The subject of music in the schools was 
brought before the commission by Alder- 
man Mayson. The subject is one that has 
often been discussed. The mvusical director 
was at one time done away with, but at 
the earnest request of the teachers the 
office was continued. Tnére was quite a 
discussion over this matter yesterday, and 
the commission took sides on it, those fay- 
oring the continuation of the office proving 
to be in the majority. 

“I do not think the slightest criticism 
could be passed on the schools,”” said 
Alderman Mayson, ‘‘but there is one salary 
that I think too high and could be entirely 
done away with; that is the salary of the 
music teacher. I do not doubt that the 
city gets the worth of its money out of 
this, but I have never seen it demonstrated 
that a music teacner was needed in the 
public schools. I do not think that the 
$1,200 is well spent. I don’t mean by that 
that the present teacher does not teach 
music as well as it can be taught, but 
music has never struck me as being an 
adjunct to the public school system. Music 
belongs to a higher education than the 
public schools; it belongs to a system cf 
ornamental training.”’ 

Mr. Smith said that at first he had also 
been opposed to music in the schools, but 
it had been demonstrated to him that the 
musical. director was an important ‘factor 
in the training of the children. He said 
the teachers were all anxious to have the 
musical director kept, and that the musical 
training was va!vable to the discipline of 
the schools. 

Mr. Peters wanted to know if they had 
a master of mathematics and drawing in 


the schools. Mr. Smith answered that they; — 
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while they werg not trained in music. Mr. , 
Mayson stated that he did not claim music T 
| 


was not a good thing, but that it did not 
belong “to the public school system. He 
said when he went.to school he sang a8 
loud as anybody, but he did not have a 


musical director. This, he said, Was ia 


only criticism he had to make on the dé- 
partment. 


Mr. Hammond thought that the teachers 


and beard of education should know what 
was best for the schools, and he moved 
that the department be passed and the 
ecngratulations of the commission be ten- 
dered tthe board for having conducted it so 
economically. 

As a substitute, Mr. Mayson moved that 
the board be congratulated for its economy, 
and that the commission recommend that 
the office of musical director be abolished. 


This motion was lost and the motion of ; 


Mr. Hammond was carried. 
Department of Tax. 
The department of tax was discussed in 
detail, and every item of expense was 


given the attention of the commission. The ! 


result of the investigation was that the 
commission could find no salary it thought 


should be cut. 
There was cons‘derable talk of abolish- 


ing the office of city rmarshal and have | 


all this work done by the city clerk with 
additional assistants. The opposition to 
this proved strong enough to prevent the 
abolition of the office. 

In discussing the salary of the city clerk, 
Alderman Dimmock took occasion to say 
that the present incumbent, W. D. Greene, 
has saved the city many times his salary 
by his extra efforts in collecting money 
on papers pigeon holed as dead and use- 


less. 


marshal’s office. He thought it would be 
just as easy to do this work without the 
office by giving the city clerk additional 
ald, 

Alderman Dimmock opposed this and 
said the confusion and inconvenience 
caused by the abolition of the office would 
greatly exceed the amount paid in sala- 
ries, 

Mr. Patterson said: ‘I move that we pass 
the department of tax with the recommen- 
dation that the reduction of salaries sug- 
gested by the salary committee be put 
into effect next year.” 

This motion was unanimously adopted. 

Fire Department. 

The fire department was next taken up 
by the commission and the items cf ex- 
pense were read. The appropriations for 
the past five .ears were also read. 

The fire department ‘went the way of 
the others and no changes were made, 
Judge Hillyer strongiv favored the re- 
duction of the expenses of this depart- 
ment and made a motion that the pay roll 
be reduced to $70,000, making a reduction 
of $22,000. Judge Hillyer failed to obtain 
a second to the motion and nothing yas 
done to the fire department. 

Wher the commission took wp the fire 
department, Councilman Peters said: 

“The finance committee went thoroughly 
throug’) every item of expense of this de- 
partment, and there are no reductions 
that can be made. I think it would be bad 
policy ‘for the city to put up engine houses 
on the outskirts of the city just because 
each ward wants a fire ccmpany. The de- 
partment is in excellent condition and I do 
not think it will have to ask for an in- 
creased appropriation for some time. I 
would suggest that we recommend that 
we do not build an engine house on the 
new lot we have purchased. The firemen 
are all efficient men, they serve night and 
day, with one day off every two weeks, 
and their salaries should not be cut. Their 
salaries were cut when the others were 


|} and they hove made no great clamor to 


have them restored.’’ 

Alderman Mitchell: “It gives me great 
pleasure to indorse everything Mr, Peters 
says in praise of the fire department and 
to second his motion.” 

Judge Hillyer: “Chief Joyner, is it not 
possibile for you: to reduce the number of 
your men and at the same time retain 
an efficient Gepartment?” 

Chief Joyner answered that he had not 
one moré than was needed and called at- 
tention to a comparison with the city of 
Nashville, which works one man less in 
each company than does Atlanta. In the 
past eight years Atlanta thas had 698 more 
fires than Nashville, and the loss here has 
been almost $2,000,000 less. He said that 
the thing needed by the department most 
of all at this time was a water tower. He 
said he would like to be prepared to fight 
fires in tall buildings. He also thought 
there should be more large openings in the 
hydrants. 

“I have done the best I can for the 
city,’’ said Chief Joyner, ‘‘and have worked 
the department as economically as possi- 
ble, but I cannot do with any less men. I 
now work as few men as possible to give 
the city good service. The firemen are 
all good men, and although I can fill their 
places for $40 a month, I could not get the 
class of men I-desire. There is not a man 
in the fire department who is not a gen- 
tleman in every respect and who cannot be 
trusted anywhere. They take an interest 
in their work and are faithful and effi- 
cient.’’ 

Would Reduce Department. 

Judge Hillyer asked some questions about 
hose and the amount of it used. He called 
attention to the fact that the hose costs 
% cents a foot and is rapidly worn out. 
while water pipe. only costs 40 or 5) cents 
a foot and is never worn out. This. he 
said, would show the benefit to be derived 
from the extension of the water mains 
through the bonds to be issued. 

Judge Hillyer said ‘the thought there 
could be some reduction in the fire depart- 
ment and thought the chief’s salary could 
be cut, especially in view of the reduction 
in the city’s revenue. He moved as a 
substitute to the original motion, that the 
pay roll of the fire department be reduced 
to $70,000 and that the details be left to the 
board of fire masters. He thought there 
would be no risk in doing this. He thought 


.Maiters could be arranged between the 


police and fire departments so that some 
of the policemen couid do fire service. The 
motion was put ‘for a second, but none 
was received, and the motion of Council- 
man Peters was carried. 

Judge Hillyer then made a motion to re- 
consider the action of the commission in 
passing the department: of the tax, and 
said he would make a motion to reduce the 
Salaries of the city tax collector, city cler} 
and city marshal to $1,800 per year.

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TAYLOR WRITES TO SAMPSON. 


ABOUT BEING SLIGHTED IN THE 
OFFICIAL REPORT. 


Whereupon the Admiral in His An- 
swer Sets the Indiana and Her 
Men All Right. 


Washington, August 25.—Admiral Samp- 
son has forwarded to the navy department 
the following letters, which have passed 
between himself and Captain Taylor, of the 


bittleship Indiana: 

“United States Steamer Indiana, Guan- 
tanamo Bay, Cuba, August 6, 1898.—Adml- 
ral: The report of Commodore Schley on 
the battle of July 3d, as published, gives 
credit in the seventh paragPaph to four 
ships and mentions by name their caprains, 
Philip, Evans, Clark and Cook, and adds: 

“The dense smoke vf the combat shut 
out from my view the Indiana and Glouces- 
ter. but as these vessels were closer to 
your flagship, no doubt their part in the 
conflict was under your immediate obssrva- 
tion.’ 

‘2, In your report as published you made 
but slight -mention of the Indiana, stating 
that ‘the Iowa and Indiana having cone 
good work and not having the speed of 
the other ships, were directed by me,’ etc. 

‘3. The result of these reports is that the 
captains of all the vessels of the line of 
battle except the Indiana have received 
personal mention in the. official reports 
before the department, while the two small- 
er vessels have also. i:iad distinctive mention 
either from the commander-in-chief or the 
second in command. 

‘4. If the official record should be re- 
ferred to in future, it will appear from 
its general tone that the Indiana was less 
deserving than all of her consorts. Leaving 
out my personal interests in the matter, 
it is right that I should consider the offi- 
cers and crew of the ship, and I speak for 
them as well as for myself when T submit 
to you, admiral, that the above combination 
of reports will place the ship, in the opin- 
ion of the department and country, marked- 
ly below all the other vessels of your squad- 
ron. I respectfully submit, sir, that there 
is injustice to the Indiana and her officers 
and crew. 

"5. I can say, without disparagement of 
any other vessel, that during the first hour 
of the fight the Indiana’s gun fire contrib- 
uted to the destruction of the Oquendo and 
the Teresa more than that of any single 
vessel of our squadron except one, and 
equal to hers. I do not know why the 
second in command failed to observe the 
Indiana during this period of our hottest 
action. I saw the Brooklyn quite plainly. 

"6. An examination of these reports with 
reference to the Indiana will, I believe, 
convince you, air, 
the effect of putting the Indiana below all 
the other vessels of the squadron. [If it be 
your opinion, sir, that this is the case, and 
that all the vessels from the Brooklyn to 
the Vixen rendered services as much more 
valuable than the Indiana, as the published 
report of the commander-in-chief and the 
second in command, taken together. would 
indicate, then I must accept it for myself 
and the ship; so if, on the contrary, that 
be not your opinion, I urge respectfully 
that such steps be taken to remedy this 
injustice as may seem wise to you. Very

“United States Steamship New York, 
Guantanamo Bay, August 8, 1898—Sir: I am 
greatly obliged that you have called my 
attention to what appears to have been an 
injustice to your ship, officers and crew, 
for the part which they took In the action 
of July 33, and also for the very proper 
manner in which you have presented it. 
I think, however, that you will agree with 
me that in submitting such a report to the 
secretary of the navy, where so many of- 
ficers are vitally interested, and justly 
proud of their ship, it is no easy task to 
do so without apparently bestowing praise 
unjustly. It requires very careful con- 
sideration of the report from every point 
of view to avoid misunderstanding. 

“2. The position of the ships of the 
squadron must be carefully considered to 
fully appreciate what it was possible Tor 
each vessel to accomplish under the cir- 
cumstances in which she was placed. 
Those that were to the westward of tlie 
escaping enemy were certainly better 
placed for stopping the enemy, and so 
better placed for delivering their fire than 
the vessels to the eastward, which was 
the blockading station of the Indiana. 

‘3. No distribution of the fleet could 
completely provide against every varia- 
tion of such a sortie, nor do I consider that 
any commanding officer deserves either 
credit or blame because the ship under his 
command was faster or slower than others 
or carried heavier or lighter battery; but 
rather that the commanding officer was 
blameworthy when he failed to put his ship 
in the proper place for destroying the 
enemy, just in proportion to the advan- 
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that they do produce.

"5. The fact that the commanding offi- 
cer of the Indiana was signalled to return 
to blockade at the mouth of the harbor 
after she had so gallantly contributed to «he 
destruction of the Spanish ships was only 
necessary as a prelude which the com- 
mander in chief felt obliged to take to 
prevent disaster to the large number of 
transports which were left in that vicinity 
when the fleet went in pursuit of the en- 
emy.

BISMARCE’S AMBITION. 


His Pet Desire Unfulfilled When Death 
Claimed Him. 


From The Washington Post. 

While Count Herbert Bismarck, as eldest 
son of the founder of the German empire, 
has now succeeded to his father’s title of 
prince, with the predicate of “Dur¢h- 
laucht,’’ which is a minor prefix to “your 
highness,’’ and while he likewise becomes 
hereditary grand huntsman of the sover- 
eign in the gduehy of Pomerania, there is 
considerable doubt as to whether he guc- 
ceeds to the title of duke of Lauenburg. 
His father declined this title when it was 
offered him by the emperor, at the time 
of his dismissal] in 1890, and when, in spite 
of his refusal, the kaiser had the grant of 
the dukedom gazetted, the old prince ab- 
stained from paying the registration fees 
and from complying with any of the form- 
alities that are customary and requisite 
on the assumption of a new nobility title. 
Moreover, he constantly referred to this 
particular title with ridicule and contempt, 
and on several occasions wihen letters ar- 
rived at Friedrichsruhe addressed to him 
as ‘“‘Duke of Lauenburg,” he declined to 
receive them, and in his huge character- 
istic handwriting scm™®wied across the en- 
velope the word “unbekannt” (unknown). 

It must not be assumed from this that 
Bismarck was averse to being duke of 
Lauenberg. It was, however, not the duke- 
dom that he wanted, but the duchy, and 
he regarded the emperor's action, in con- 
ferring upon him the one without the oth- 
er as merely an additional insult and 
cause for grievance. 

The fact of the matter is that Bismarck 
died with the supreme ambition of his life 
unfulfilled. His dream, well known at the 
court of Berlin, though ignored by the 
public at large, was to become one of the 
petty sovereigns of Germany, a vassal 
to Preania. but still nevertheless a ‘‘Bun- 
desfurst,"’ that is to say, a prince enti- 
tled to a place among the confederation 
of sovereign princes, known as the German 


‘empire. 


Among the many territories which dur- 
ing his jong and eventful career he added 
to the kingdom of Prussia, and to the 
German empire, was that of Lauenburg, 
which although exceedingly small in size, 
nevertheless possessed the advantage of 
being entitled to representation among the 
sovereign princes of the empire. It came 
to Prussia as part of the spoils of the 
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Uncle Jerry’s Remarks. 

Uncle Jerry lives sevéral counties away 
from the state metropolis, but occasionally 
comes down to visit his more prosperous 
brother who likes to joxe Jerry because 
he fiad always opposed the idea of any 
of the boys going inte the city in pursvit 
of fortune.

Hospital Train Were Volunteers. 


SICKNESS IS VERY LIGHT 


——— ee ee 


Many of the Cases of Malaria Are De- 
veloping Into Typhoid. 


THE HOSPITAL CAPACITY ‘TESTED 


Hospital Train Left for Tampa Yester- 
day, but the Sick Will Be Taken 
to Fortress Monroe. 


ON THE ARMY HOSPITAL TRAIN 
which arrived at the post Wednesday af- 
ternoon from Fernandina, Fla., were 146 
volunteers, mainly of regiments formed tn 
the north, and who have pbeen exposed 
for months to the heat and bad sanitary 
conditions of the Florida camps. 

Ot the 18 fever patients on the train 
only four of them were from the ranks 
of the regular army, men who were 
vented from accompanyin _ she 

@ their regiments 
to Cuba, and who were sent to the hos- 
pital at Tampa and afterwards transferred 
to the cavalry hospital at Fernandina. 

The volunteer regiments represented 
among the sick who came Wednesday 
are the First, Third and Fifth Ohio Thir- 
ty-second Michigan, Sixty-ninth New York 
and First Florida. Two-thirds of the men 
are from the Ohio regiments, which have 
all been stationed at Tampa, ang nearly 
all of the Ohio volunteers now in hospital 
are sick as a result of the exposure nec- 
cessary in camp lUfe. No officers were 
among the patients on the hospital train 
and all of the men, with the exception 
of a few sergeants, are privates in the 
ranks. 

The r@ason for the great amount of sick- 
ness among the volunteers as compared 
with that ine the regular regiments ig ex- 
plained by the hospital surgeons as due 
more to a lack of care and discipline in 
the ranks of the vyolunteers and to the 
fact that men from the north were unac- 
climated and unprepared for the conditions 
of camp life in Florida, while the regular 
regiments are filled largely with experi- 
enced soldiers, who have seen service in 
many parts of the country, ang who knew 
the precautions to take upon being sent 
to Tampa in the heat of the summer. The 
regulars, as a rule, are older than the 
volunteers, and are less liable to contract 
the diseas@és that have ravaged the ranks 
of the unseasoned volunteers. 

It was at first thought by the physicians 
in charge of the hospital train from Fer- 
nandina that nearly all of the men on 
board were attacked with malaria, but 
the diagnosis of each case of sickness 
by the’ post surgeons disclosed the fact 
that many of the men have developed ty- 
phoid fever, and the condition of others 
indicates ¢hat typhoid will be developed 
unless extreme care is taken by the nurses 
and phyalcians. 

Typhoid fever has come to be @ne of the 
most impertant problems of the war, al- 
though the method of treating the disease 
adopted by the government has proved 
more satisfactory than any other treat- 
ment, It is openly admitted by some of 
the army surgeons that there has never 
t®en seovered any specific remedy for 
the cure of typhoid fever,.but if the pa- 
tient has gtrength enough to pull through 
the crisis, he will probably get well, The 
method of treating the disease is similar 
to that used by the German army, as ex- 
emplified and improved on by American 
physiciar™® end consists mainly in baths 
for the patient when his temperature 
reaches a certain point. 

More Sick for Fort McPherson. 

The hospital train from Fernandina was 
the last that will come to Fort McPherson 
for somé time, as all the available room 
in the four hespi.als has been taken up 
already with the sick and wounded. 

Cots for fifty patients are always re- 
served in one of the hospitals for an 
emergency, which is lable to come at any 
time with 700 recruits in camp at the post. 

All of the room in the wards that can 
be spared was taken by the men on the 
last hospital train, and the new building 
recently octupied by the Spanish prisoners 
and now converted into wards for the 
sick, has been filled to its utmost capacity,

The Southern Karned $22,000,000 from 
Its Operations, 


COMMON GOT NO DIVIDEND 


Preferred Stock Received Only 1 Per 
\ Cent for the Year. 


THE GENERAL BUSINESS IS IMPROVED 


The System Has More Than Four- 
Fifths of Its Freight Cars Equip- 
ped with Automatic Couplers. 


THE FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 
the Southern railway hag just come form 


the press. A summary of the company’s 
earnings and expenses has already been 
printed in The Constitution. 

The cOmpany’s gross earnings ‘from oper- 
ations for the year ending June 3, 1898, 
were $22,000,000 in round figures, and the 
net earnings from operations were $6,593,- 
974. This was an increase of nearly $748,000 
over the net earnings for the previous 
year, 

The Southern had to pay out $5,862,767 for 
interest and rentals. The balance carried 
to credit of profit and loss was more than 
$1,000,000. 

In the report are included the earnings 
for the Memphis and Charleston for four 
months. 

During the vear the system’s mileage was 
increased by 404 miles. President Samuel 
Speucer says that the company has ro 
tluating debt and has had none since its 
organization. The maximum in fixed 
charges, as provided in the plan of reor- 
ganization, was reached during the year. 

The Southern railway has $120,000,000 of 
commen stock and $47,290,400 of preferre.! 
stock. No dividend was paid on the com- 
mon stock and only 1 per cent was paid on 
the preferred. The company's funded debt 
amounts to $101,286,000, while its outstand- 
ing securities of leased properties, equip- 
ment notes, certificates of indebtedness and 
other obligations amcunt to about $14,%00,- 
(00 more, making the ccmpany’s total cap- 
ital funded and lien liabilities amount to 
$292,536,617. 

The total ecst of the system’s properties 
is figured at $263,580,831 and the equipment 
cost about $12,000,000. 

The freight earnings increased $1,015,408, 
or 8.20 per cent. 

The number of tons of freight carried in- 
creased 649,306 tons, or 8.21 per cent. 

The number of tons of freight carried 
one mile increased 112,658,457 tons, or 3.51 
per cent. 

The average length of haul of freight 
was 167.95 miles in 1898, and 167.50 miles in 
1897. 

The average rate per ton per mile was 
.933 of a cent in 1898, as compared with 
.936 of a cent in the previous year. 

The average earnings of freight trains 
per mile run were $1.392 in 1898, as compared 
with $1.385 in 1897. 

The passenger earnings increased $428,033, 
or 8.86 per cent. 

The number of passengers carried in- 


| creased 143,020, or 3.52 per cent. 


The number of passengers carried one 
mile increased 22,835,869, or 1121 per cent. 

The average rate per passenger per mile 
was 2.322 cents, as compared with 2.372 in 
the previous year, a decrease of 2,11 per 
cent. 

The average distance traveled by pas- 
sengers was 58.95 miles, as compared with 
50.22 miles in the previous year, an in- 
crease of 7.43 per cent. 

The average earnings of passenger trains 
per mile run were $1.005 in 1898, compared 
with $0.947 in 1897, an increase of 6.10 per 
cent, 

A vast amount of rolling stock is neg- 
essary to operate a system 5,200 miles 
long. The Southern has 21,162 freight cars, 
593 passenger cars and 686 locomotives. 
More than half of its freight cars have 
been equipped with air brakes and more 
than four-fifths have automatic couplers. 

President Spencer says in closing his re- 
port: 

“The general improvement in business 
conditions throughout the country was 
reflected in the earnings of the company 
during the year. There was a marked in- 
crease in the movement of nearly all 
Classes of freight, while the number of 
passengers carried also increased substan- 
tially, aside from the movement of United 
States trodps. The handling of passenger 
trains has been generally satisfactory. 
The performance of the special winter 
passenger service to Florida (the ‘New 
York and Florida limited,’ and the ‘Con- 
cinnati and Jacksonville, limited’), was 
particularly gratifying, in view of the 
fact that these trains were run upon 
quicker schedules than heretofore.”

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OF MUCH PROPERTY 


An Amendment Was Filed To the Bill 
for Recelvership Yesterday. 


GIVES SUMMARY OF ASSETS 


Amendment ‘Asks That a Number of 
Parties Be Made Defendants. 


JUDGE LUMPKIN ORDERS AMENDMENT FILED 


He Sets August 3lst as Day for Hear- 
ing and New Papties To Show 
Cause, 


A LONG AMENDMENT WAS FILED 
to the original bill yesterday asking for 
a receiver for J. B. Redwine, who lately 
left the city and his affairs, by John L. 
Hopkins & Sons, Mr. A. J. Orme and Mr. 
McClelland, attorneys in the original bill. 
The amendment gives a summary of the 
property owned by Redwine and what dis- 
position he has made of it. 

The amendment also makes E. P. Me- 
Burney, the Mutual Loan and Banking 
Company, the Third National Bank, At- 
lanta Gavings Bank and the Equitable 
Loan and Security Company parties de- 
fendant to the proceedings for a receiver- 
ship. 

It is alleged that Redwine has deeded 
property and given notes to some of them, 
and that they thoid security of Redwine 
that if judiciously administered will be of 
benefit to the creditors. This is the purpose, 
it is alleged, why the new parties are 
added, and it is claimed further that these 
securities and other properties which might 
be handled to the benefit of the creditors 
should be turned over to the receiver. 

Judge Lumpkin signed an order allowing 
the amendment to be filed, and set August 
slst as the day for the new parties to 
appear and show cause why they shouid 
not be attached ag parties defendant to 
the proceedings. 

It ig alleged that Redwine held notes of 
one party amounting to $50,000. The name 
of the person who gave the notes to this 
amount to Redwine is not given. It is al- 
leged that some of the notes are secured 
and some unsecured, but that if they are 
converted into money would help to settie 
the debts of Redwine 

In a summary of the property and prob- 
able assets of Redwine js a large number 
of lots and property which he has deeded 
away as security for money. The greater 
amount of this property {s held by the par- 
ties Whom the amendment asks to be made 
parties defendant. The amendment is very 
lengthy, covering more typewritten pages 
than the eriginal bill. The summary of 
the property given and the partiss who 
have control according to the bill are as 
follows: : 

“It is alleged that he has lots in Holly- 
wood cemetery valued at $4,500; forty acres 
in Bartow county, valued at $400: $300 
worth of property in Fulton county; $2,100 
worth of property on Fair street, and 
twenty-two acres in Fulton county, near 
Brookwood, upon which no value is placed. 

“He owns real estate on Angier avenue 
valuegd at $15,000, upon which the Atlanta 
Savings ._Bank holds a security deed@ for 
$10,000. He has fifty lots in Kast Decatur, 
mortgaged at $5,000 to the \Equitable Loan 
and Security Company. He has $2,000 worth 
of real estate on Jackson street, and $4,400 
on‘McMillan street, The latter is mortgaged 
to the Third National Bank.*" 

It is ‘alleged he owns fifty aeres near the 
barracks, upon which a security deed was 
given to the Third National Bank, which 
deeded it to Mr. A. Fe’Wurm; forty acres 
value@ at $7,000, of the Belle Fontaine 
property. A security deed is held on this 
by the Third National Bank. 

He is alleged to have $2,000 worth of 
property on Pine street, held as security 
by Third National Bank, A lot on Pine and 
Williams streets is deeded to Bquitable 
Loan and Security Company: $0 worth of 
real estate on Johnson street; $250 on Alir- 
Line street. 

He has one-half interest in Hollywood 
cemetery property, valued at $200, on Proc- 
tor gtreet, $200 on Wells street, $100 on 
Martin street, $200 on Randolph street. 

It is alleged that he bought from A. M. 
Reinhart and H. T. Inman for $25,000 lots 
and houses and paid $14,000 and interest. 
The debt still remaining is $11,000, with 
$440 interest. It is claimed that the credit- 
ors have an equitable interest in the $14,000 
that Redwine had paid. 

There igs property on 
valued at $100. 

It is alleged that he holds mortgages 
and securities to the amount of $5,000 or 
$10,000. He has insurance policies in the 
Penn Mutual, $5,000; in the New York Life, 
$5,000, and in the Fidelity Mutual. He has 
land purchase notes valued at $22,000. notes 
given by an individual amounting to $50,000. 
He gave a deed to the Atlanta Savings 
Bank on his: home place on Jackson street, 
valued apparently for $10,000, as security 
at a time when he owed Atlanta Savings 
bank $8,000. It is alleged that the bank 
also ‘holds $2,250 purchase money notes 
made by Faustman, and other property. 

He is claimed to have had $2,000 worth of 
property in Inman Park deeded as securi- 
ty to the Third National Bank, twenty 
acres in DeKalb county deeded {0 the 
Coker Banking Company and the Third 
National Bank, $450 worth of the Neal- 
Allison property. The Third National Bank 
ig alleged to haye other security to the 
amount of $10,000. 

The whole summary shows Redwine to 
have been once very well off, and it is 
alleged that enough can be obtained from 
his assets to pay in full his creditors. 

Nothing ‘has yet been heard from Mr, 
Redwine, It is said that Mrs. Redwine 
has heard from him, but when he will 
return to Atlanta is not known, Receiver 
Meador has not been able to magshal the 
assets, and the nearness with which the 
assets and liabilities will balance is not 
known. The case is set for a hearing on 
August @ist.

When Martimas, the Canadian horse, 
with odds of 40 to 1 against him, carried 
off the great stakes in the futurity last 
Tuesday, the race course at Sheepshead 
Bay’ was not the only place where excited 
crowds were gathered to watch the strug- 
gle of the pitted turf kings. 

From the lengthy accounts of the race 
that appeared in the New York papers 
the following day, it would appear that 
while the crowd of onlookers gathered 
@round the course at Sheepshead Bay ex- 
ceeded the number of true sports at the 
Wires’ end in Atlanta, yet in point of en- 
thusiasm and earnestness in the result of 
contest the crowd in Atlanta carried off 
the honors with the ease with which Mar- 
timas won his $438,000. 

The heat of the day and the sultry at- 
mosphere that descended on the mighty 
throng at Sheepshead Bay doubtless had 
much ‘to do with the unusual lack @f en- 
thusiasm. The difficulty the starter met’ 
with in getting twenty-three chargers off 
in @ line and the fact that it required 
just one hour and thirty-two minutes to 
perform that feat, did much to squelch the 
ardor and eagerness from the great au- 
dience in the grand stands in New York. 
The day was a pleasant one in Atlanta, 
however, and the troubles that made the 
people so fortunate as to see the race 
with their own eyes fret and fume and 
perspire in their seats, did not worry the 
Atlanta crowd in the least. There were 
electric fans over head and easy chairs 
far from the sun’s ray, where Atlanta 
sports could watt at their leisure until 
Starter Fitzgerald up at the Sheepshead 
Bay course made up his mind to have done 
with fooling and start the wild chargers off 
in the course. 

Out of the twenty-three horses the fa- 
vorites with the local crowd were prac- 
tically the same as those that caught the 
eye of the people in New York, and the 
horses that ran well with Martimas thrown 
in were not looked upon as those who 
would be in at the finish. Martimas, the 
proud, was slated at 30 to 1, with chary 
takers, if any, and the Canadian stock was 
at the lowest ebb when the wires an- 
nounced that the big bunch was off at 
last. 

Dr. Eichberg, the pride of the Fleishmann 
stables, with Tod Sloan up, was the fa- 
vorite at the Atlanta end of the wire, with 
Autumn, His Lordship, Glenheim and High 
Degree following with plenty of takers. 

It is exciting even to watch the results 
of a great race by telegraph, and the en- 
thusiasm of the local sports that gath- 
ered Tuesday afternoon to know where the 
big stake of $48,000 was going, was not 
dampened in the least by the fact that 
they were nearly 1,000 miles away from the 
scene of the futurity. 

With the word that the field was off af- 
ter countless futile efforts, the little crowd 
of true bloods rose from their seats and 
crowded around the instrument to catch 
the position of the horses at the start. 
More than one man in the excited crowd 
who knew something of horse flesh pre- 
dicted before the half was reached that 
some unknown would win, and several per- 
sons as the last quarter was turned gave 
the race to Martimas against the field. 

There was the rush of emotion to be 
felt as the horses neared the finish like 
that which comes at the side of the race 
course to the looker-on, agd one could al- 
most hear the lashing of the jockey’s whip 
as he urged his exhausted steed on to the 
last. 

When Martimas passed High Degree by 
a slick trick at the last quarter and thun- 
dered on to tthe finish, lengths ahead of 
his rival, a groan went up from the as- 
semble@ crowd of Atlantians’ that told 
plainly of wasted wealth. High Degree 
happened to be one of the favorites with 
the locals, and if he had held his lead to 
the end there would have been joy in- 
stead of,sorrow, shouting instead of tears. 

There nvere few cheers for Martimas, 
the horse who had been severly criticised 
by experts, ‘‘He’s too narrow in the chest,”’ 
said one; “Pinched and badly pointed,”’ 
said another, and so the knowing ones 
would have nothing to do with Martimas, 
and he was promptly regarded as a des- 
pised outsider. 

Outs of his owner and the bookmak- 
ers, tha Canadian horse seemed to have 
no friends save an occasional person who 
thought he knew no better way to throw 
his money away than to stake it on Mar- 
timas, the 30 to 1 shot! 

There have been greater races all round, 
but none that excited more interest from 
the bare fact that the winner of the strug- 
gle would carry off a fabulous purse. Mar- 
timas, though he ran a good race for his 
years, will probably never be heard of

HIGHER PRICES PREDICTED 


When People Who Make Up Fali Mar- 
ket Get Back and Take Hoia. 


From The New York Financial News. 

When it is remembered that the market 
has been running itself through wtais boom,

Aside from this, the strength now shown 
thas already attracted attention abroad, and 
when the fall market gets its full. swing, 
about the middle of September, Europe, 
with any amount of money seeking invest- 
ment, and mo other place for it at all com- 
paring in security and attractiveness with 
what the American field offers, will come 
tumbling in to buy our stocks.

Homes of the Pope. 


From The Chicago News. 

The popes have had a peculiar penchant 
for establishing summer residences; they 
have been singularly numerous in the past. 
For more than two centuries the priacti- 
pal one has been on the Alban hills. Here 
is the Castel Gondolfe. A more lovely 
place could not be imagined. It ig situated 
on a remarkab’e volcanic ledge, 1,450 feet 
above sea level, and overlooks one side 
the lake of Albano and on the other the 
vast expanse of the Roman campagna, 
and the coast of the Tyrrhenian from the 
promontory of Circe to Mount Soracte, on 
the borderland of Umbria, with Rome in 
the center of the plain—a marble city 
set in a frame of green. The lake itself, 
the subject of many charming poetical 
traditions, is one of the most beautiful 
pieces of water in the world and py far 
the finest among those of purely volcanic 
origin in Italy. It was Urban VIII who con- 
verted the castle into a summer residence 
for the sovereign pontiffs. The plans were 
improved by Alexander VII in 1660 and 
Clement XIII finally reduced it to its pres- 
ent form in the last century. 

Another town favored by the popes has 
been Orvieto, one of the historical places 
of Umbria, famous for its Gothic cathedral. 
The apostolic palace, a relic of the tenth 
century, stands on a piazza, or square, of 
the cathedral and is still almost intact. 
Tihis town is connected with a well-known 
episode in the histo of the churdn, name- 
ly, the miracle of Bolsena, in honor of 
which Urban IV built the cathedral and 
instituted the feast of Corpus Domini. 

Leo XIII, like his predecessor, has not 
been able to take advantage of the Castle 
Gondolfo. Yet such is his love of scenery 
and open-air exercise that in 1890 he con- 
ceived the plan of building a modest but 
comfortable summer villa within the vat- 
ican gardens. The idea was not new, 
having been already put into execution by 
Pius IV, and his architect, Pirro Ligorio. 
The present pope has taken a great interest 
in his gardens, for it is there alone he can 
look for a pleasant change. Many are the 
improvements which have taken place un- 
der his benevolent rule; the first is the 
planting of a vineyard, which is already 
beginning to bear fruit. The pupils of the 
pontifical agricultural school take such 
good care of this plantation that on tne 
whole green slope one could hardly find 
a withered bunch of grapes or a dry leaf. 
A new road has been opened in the upper 
part of the Vatican hill, so that now the 
pope has a drive of about one mile at his 
disposal. Here he is seen on bright days, 
either carried in a sedan chair or driving 
with a carriage and pair, while the attend- 
ant noble guards precede and follow him 
on horseback.
